It Is not at all improbable that 
the New York flapper will soon fol­ 
low the lead of her London proto­ 
type and take to strolling down 
Fifth Avenue while nonchalantly 
pulling on an old briar. 
And why shouldn’t she? 
Didn’t 
her grandmother and great-grand­ 
mother smoke a pipe back in the 
old log house in Indiana, or Ken­ 
tucky cr Illinois? 
Wherefore, we ask, should the 
girl of today be made the target of 
criticism by those crepe-hangers 
who prohibit everything, from the 
exhilarating cocktail to the social 
card-party?
